rection. E. M. Morgan, New York's
postmaster, 18 quite convinced that m

n“r ora s near. He frankly admits that carriage
by trunk line rallways Is not meeting the pressing
demands of today.

At the present time the mall cars are almost in-
var'ably Integral parts of passenger trains. Thelr
speed I restrioted. Therefore the chances of mate
rially expediting the malls upon the trunk lines are
not particularly promising. What, then, can be done
to meet the growing needs of business?

Every new agency that has bettered the means of
written or vocal communication has Increased great-
ly the volume of business and the number of letters.
The coming of the telegraph was followed by a re
sponsive increment in first
class postal matter. In com-

mercial practice a letter gen-
erally confirms & telegraphle
order for the sake of the le
gal value of the record and
because of the greater de-
talls which are Incorporated
in the communication which
goes by post.

The telephone did all that
the electric telegraph did but
exerclsed Its Influence pri-
marily within the ecitles and
towns {mmediately concern-
ed at first.’ Then as the use
of the service grow and long
distance telephony developed
there was ab exlraordinary
expansion of business Indus-
try within every twenty-four
hours. Something had to be
done to make the speedy
preparation of letters possl-
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ble, and the typewrlter came
into belng. It would be dif-
ficult to estimate accurately
just how much the telephone
and the typewrlter have done toward swelling
the wvast postal activity of today, but that they
have outranked all other influences In this direc-
tion cannot be gainsaid.

What is capable of being traced Is the bulk
of the first class mail, which has grown since
thepe two Instruments of latter day Intercourse
have come into widespread use, and the flgurea
are astonishing. In a period of three years the
rallways supplied the post office with an increase
in mileage oi nearly 12 per cent., this Indepen-
dently of the volume of the postal matter car-
ried, and the flgures have been mounting stead-
fly since these were taken for comparison in
1010, In 1907 the rallways furnished the post
office 387,667,166 miles of transportation and in
1910 the total reached a mileage of 426,923,100,
This is a preity falr indication of the part the
trunk lines play in getting letters to their desti-
nations and incidentally emphasizes the need of
more rapld means of transportation for letters
and registered parcels golng beyond the limits
of the city. Compared with the telephone service
and the letter-producing typewriter, the “limited”
trains as an agency of intercourse trail over the
landescape, relatively speaking, ns If welghted
with leaden heals.

Before It is possible to appreciate what Is com-
Ing in the future to make postal Intercourse
guicker betwhen business centers of the country
It I8 necessary to consider the germ of revolu-
tion as it Is developing within the urban limits of
big cities. Perhaps you know that there i3 &
mall tube service here in Manhattan which has
been doing effective but restricted duty for some
yepars. Thia Is an installation extending from
the maln office downtown to Harlem.

This tube 18 only eight Inches in diameter, and
mall despatched to the uppermost llmits of the
route must be relayed a number of times before
reaching its destination. The eightinch tube is
too small to take a pouch of the regulation size
and the letters must be packed in the container
end taken out and sgain packed for forwarding
in passing on from station to station. The im-
pulse Iis compressed alr, and the tube is utilized
only to supplant the most lelsurely transfer by
wagons, etc. The horse-drawn vehicle is the pre-
valling mode of getting the mall moved from
point to point. Fortunately motor vehicles will
soon supplant these horse-drawn affairs and to
that extent there will be a marked improvement.
But this change is not the one needed most.

Some months ago Postmaster Morgan and a
commiseion appointed by the federal postal mu-
thorities took up the question of bringing the
postal facllities hers up to date, and they pro-
posed the installation of a double mall tube merv-
ice which should connect the branch post offices
at the two great railway terminals, the Grand
Central and the Pennsylvania stations, together
with a supplemental line reaching down to the
malin post office In the heart of the business sec-
tion of New York. The proposed tubes are to be
24 iInches in diameter and capable of handiing
the regulation mall bags. This would do away
with the present loss of time in repouching and
would Immens=ely Increase the hourly mall trans
porting capacity

Today between the Grand Central and Penn-
sylvania stations the wagons run nearly the full
twenty-four hours In order to carry the 4,000 or
more pouches of mall Involved. It is estimntad
that these bags have an average welght of 100
pounds and this means that 200 tons of postal
matter must thus be handled and disposed of
over this route every day. This of course does
not represent the total of the clty's service by
any means and does not Include the transporta-
tlon of mall from downtown to and from these

Hls purpose was to provide a means
of transporting mall and gome’ kinds of valuable
express matter aggregating In unit weight, with
the car, a total of about 600 pounds; and from
New York to Boston he prophesied a speed in
transit of quite 300 miles an hour.
